« plainly declareth, p. 64. 2 

O. But can God, or Chriſt, as he is the Word, be ſaid to be a Light 
« in Men, either Un:verſally in All Men, or Specially in Faithful Men? 

« A. Yea, both Univerſally in All Men, and more Specially in the Faith- 
« ful, it being generally acknowledged, not only by. Chriſtians, but by 
« Heathen Poets, Orators and Philoſophers, that God, and his Word and 
&« Spirit, is in Al the Creatures; and as it is faid in the Book, called 
« Wiſdom, God's Incorruptible Spirit is in all things, Wiſdom 12. 1. So 
ce that there is no Goodneſs, or Virtue, or Excellency, that is in either 
« Stone, Metal, Vegetable or Animal, but God is the Author and firſt 
« Cauſe of it; and that not as at a Diſtance, or Without things only, 


< but as near, yea, ſo near, that as God # in All Things, ſo All Things 


&« are in him; and in him we Live, and Move, and have our Being; 


< and therefore, as God is Light Eſſentially in, and to himſelf, fo by
